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The  postwar  turbulence  continued  through  this 
period,  lasting  longer  than  might  have  been  expected. 
Adding  to  the  unsettled  times  was  the  effect  of 
commercial  development  and  expansion.  The  Cedar 
Key  mills  were  at  full  capacity  as  were  various  sawmills 
around  the  county.  The  citrus  groves  around  Bronson 
and  Gulf  Hammock  flourished,  Williston  grew  rapidly, 
phosphate  mining  rose  to  prominence  as  did  the 


turpentine  industry.  Some  of  the  now  extinct  towns 
were  booming.  We  present  the  viewpoint  of  the  clerk 
who  wrote  the  commission  minutes,  he  was  there  and 
saw  history  in  the  making.  This  is  not  a  complete  and 
detailed  account  but  consists  of  excerpts  in  notation 
form.  The  lists  of  names  are  included  for  good  reason, 
some  people  wish  to  know  precisely  when  an  individual 
first  appeared  in  the  county  records.

The  driver,  with  mail  pouch  slung  over  his 
shoulder,  was  Charlie  Carter  and  the  store  was  in  the  extinct  town  of  Levyville.  The  picture  was  actually 
made  before  1890;  Charlie  Carter  died  in  1889. 
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One  of  the  last  steamboats  on  the  Suwannee,  the  old  Hawkinsville  was  exceeded  in  size  only  by  the  Twin 
Cities. 


April  4, 1887
